John Lynch was born in Portland, Me,,
February 156, 1825, and was eduoatod o thoe

terms in the state legistaturoe ho was electod to
the ‘Thirty-uinth Congress from the district
now represented by {{on. Thomas I3
Reed, In  that Congress ho  servad on
tho Comnmittees on Banking and Currency and
the Bankrupt Law. Ilo wuas re-elected to tho
Fortieth and Forty-flrst Congresses, serving on
the Commlttes on Post-ofllces and Post Roads
and ns chairman of Navy Departiuent and
Banking and Curreney sommittees,

and brevet liewenaut colonel, died at his

His commisson as captain followed
May 14, 1861, Ho wus next promoted to lienton-
ant colonel and alde de camp on Marolh 31, 1863,
for gallant conduct in the battle of the Witder-
ness ohd the campatgn before Richmond, Upon
tue reorganization of the Army ho svas mmade
made majJor of the Iifteenth Infantry,
amd served wilh that vegiment
antit Marchk 15, 150, when he was detachad, and
remained unassigned until Decomber 135, 1870,
when he was pluce:d upon the retlred list upon
s own application. His record through the
witrr wad one to which his frionds polnt with
pride, and his entive militury carcer was that of
a true soldter and gentlaman.
